1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) whicl, forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

2. Claims I-Bare rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ikefuji et al 
US 6,478.228 Bl in view of JP. 1 1259620A. Ilcefuji discloses a circuit card 30 with a core 34 a 
bottom laminate layer 32, a top laminate layer 36, a circuit 42 and an antemta coil 38. Ikefuji 
does not disclose the laminate layer is a polyolefin. JP 1 1259620A discloses a card with a 
protective layer which may be made of polyolefin. Ikeluji and JP 1 1259620A do not disclose 
that the core is also made of a polyolefin. However, as seen in JP 1 1 259620A the use of 
polyolefin in circuit cards is old and well known. It would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinan. skill in Ute an at the time of the invention to use a polyolefin laminate and core in the 
card of Ike&ji to increase the durability due to the inherent nature of the polyolefin substance and 
the adhesion properties of the multiple polyolefin surfaces. Ikefuji and JP 1 1259620A do not 
disclose the image surface. However, images on circuit cards, such as ID cards, printed in many 
ways including thetmal printing and layering are old and well known. It would have been 
obvious to a peon of ordinary skill m «,e art at the time the invention was made to provide an 
™age on one of the surfaces of Ikefitji as this would allow for pos.tive identification of the user 



and bearer of the card. 
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3. The prior art made of record and not reHed upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Jones US2003/0038174A1 is the published US document from the current 
application. Kayanakis US200 1/000203 5 Al and Ikefiyi et al US 2002/0070280 Al both disclose 
laminate circuit cards with antennas.
